DANGEROUS  SITUATION 

IS  CREA  TED  B  Y  CONFLICT 


Major  Carson  and  City  Authorities  in .  Fear  of 

Armed  Clash — Minister  of  Justice  Sends 

Message  Emphasi23ng  Need  of  Men 

Being  Sent  to  Europe  at  Once. 

CALGARY,  July  12. — An  undertaking  given  personally 
by  Col.  George  Macdonald  to  Chief  Justice  Harvey  tonight 
that  none  of  the  men  for  whom  writs  of  habeas  corpus  been 
4ssned~wonld  be  removed  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court 
unless  24  hours'  nptice  of  intention  was  given  to  the  sheriff, 
at  least  temporarily  settled  the  crisis  which  existed  between  the 
military  ana  civil  authorities^  today. 

The  undertaking  was  given  tonight  at  a  special  meeting 
called  by  Acting-^avor  Freeze  in  the  city  hall  tonight.  The 
meeting  was  attended  by  Chief  Justice  Harvey,  Col.  Mac- 
donald, Major  Carson,  Acting-Mayor  Freeze,  Alderman 
Mahaffey  and  the  city  solicitor. 

Col.  Macdonald  said  that-  it  was  a  too  great  and  serious  a 
matter  not  to  take  this  responsibility  where  it  is  not  in  conflict 
with  military  regulations.  It  is  a  precept  in  military  regulations 
that  where  one  feels  that  one  should  disobey  and  does  not 
disobey  one  could  be^^courtmartialed,  said  Col.  Macdonald.

Major  Carson  made  a  plea  of  over 
en  hour  that  the  people  of  Alberta  be 
not  put  Into  a  position  where  they 
woulA  kill  each  other,  sajrlng  that  he 
was  not  talking  as  a  military  officer, 
but  as  a  eltlsen  of  Calgary.  Major 
Corson  dealared  himself  willing  to  go 
to  Otawa  at  his  own  expense  to  see 
If  some  power  could  not  be  brought 
to  be«r  on  the  highest  military  offi.- 
eldls  to  prevent  the  critical  sltuadon 
he  was  sure  would  follow  the  action 
•f  thw  court. 

Mr.  Justice  Beck  declared  that  fha 
court  would  be  more  than  glad  it 
Major  Carson  would  do  this,  and  tn- 
tlmated  that  no  action  would  be  taken 
it  something  definite  could  be  ob- 
tained In  a  very  short  time. 

That  Major  Carson  was  deeply  af-. 
fected  was  apparent  both  from  the 
tone  of  hl«>  voire  and  appearance  of 
hii  features,  especially  after  he  took 
his  Nat. 

H.  P.  O,  Savary  asked  permission  to 
address  the  court.  He  Informed  Their 
Lordships  that  he  wished  to  make  an 
applloatlon  en  behalf  of  Acting-Mayor 
Freese  and  the  City  Commissioners 
that  action  in  the  matter  be  held  over 
until  noon  tomorrow  to  enable  them 
and  other  public  bodies  to  get  Into 
communication  with  Ottawa  and  re- 
present to  the  authorltie*  there  the 
seriousness  of  the  affair  and  the  con- 
sequences that  were  liable  to  follow 
if  some  action  were  not  taken  by  the 
Federal  authoHtles. 

The  Chief  Justice,  replying,  saM  he 
did  net  eee  why  the  matter  could  not 
remain  In  abeyance  till  tomorrow  as 
the  Iherlff  would  only  go  and  make  a 
demand  for  the  men  and  that  any 
mere  drastic  action  te  be  taken  would 
follow  that  preoedura.

TURKS  ARE  DECEIVED 

ABOUT  WHEAT  SUPPLY

LONDON.  July  12.— (British  Wire- 
less Service) — A  dispatch  from  Con- 
stantinople, dated  July  "4,  describee 
one  of  the  methods  used  by  the  Turk- 
ish Oovernment  to  make  the  popula- 
tion firmly  believe  that  wheat  was 
arriving  there  from   the  Ukraine. 

Several  ships  left  Constantinople  by 
day  end  proceeded  during  the  night 
to  a  port  on  the  Black  Bea,  where 
stores  of  wheat  were  held  for  the 
Turkish  army.  This  wheat  was  taken 
aboard  and  the  ships  returned  to 
Constantinople,  where  it  was  brought 
ashore.  It  was  announced  that  this 
was  a  grain  shipment  from  the 
Ukraine.  The  authorities  added, 
however,  that  the  army  was  short  of 
wheat.  During  the  night  the  grain 
was  returned  to  the  Black  Sea  port 
from  which  it  had  come.

WINNIPBO,  July  12. — Fraigt  Sulli- 
van, the  last  of  the  trio  on  trial  for 
his  life  in  connection  with  the  murder 
of  Constable  Bernard  W.  Bnowden  on 
April  6th  last  In  Rosenblat's  hard- 
ware store,  on  Main  Street,  was  sen- 
tenced this  evening  to  be  hanged  on 
September  27th.

E^orts  of  German  Writers  to 
Belittle  Results  Betray  Their 
Anxiety — People  Begin  to 
Learn  Truth.  ^    •

AMSTERDAM,  July  IS.— (By  the 
Associated  Press) — The  mlHtary  oon- 
trlbirtor  to  the  Nord  Deutsche  Allge- 
melne  Zeltung  evidently  writing  from 
ofRclal  inspiration,  discusses  Secre- 
tary Baker's  announcement  on  the 
Americans  overseas. 

His  arguments  are  similar  to  those 
of  Lleut.-Gen.  von  Ardenne,  whq  in 
the  DusseldorfC  Nachrichten  last 
Tuesday  asserted  that  he  did  not  be- 
lieve t^ie  fl|:ures  of  American  man 
power,  and  that  numbers  do  not 
count  anyhow. 

"We  are  unable  te  verify  the  ac- 
curacy of  Secretary  Baker's  figures. 
However,  they  are  only  Intended  to 
throw  dust  Into  the  eyes  of  the  world. 
The  large  number  claimed  for  the 
last  three  months  seems  te  ua  quite 
Iropeeslble  In  view  ef  the' shortage  ef

"Let  us  assume  that  Secretary 
Baker's  figures  are  correct,"  he  con- 
tltfues.  "We  need  ikot  be  alarmed.  A 
natlpn  which  has  fought  a  world  ef 
enemies  for  four  years  cannot  be 
frightened  by  the  American  bogy.  We 
are  unimpressed.  They  are  only 
cannon  fodder,  and  not  the  equals  of 
our  war  -  proved,  unconquerable 
troops." 

The  writer  then  goes  on  to  argue 
that  what  England  failed  to  do,  Am- 
erica cannot  aceompllah.  He  declares 
that  the  American  fighting  man  can- 
not be  properly  equipped  because  the 
American  war  material  manufactur- 
ers are  swindlers.  After  other  criti- 
cisms of  the  Americans  as  fighting 
men.  the  military  eontrlbutor  ar- 
rives at  the  following  conclusion: 

"We  don't  believe  that  there  Is  a 
large  number  of  them  In  the  battle 
line — and  even  If  It  were  true  we  will 
whip  them  anyhow."

LONDON,,  July  12.— Debate  on  the 
general  political  question  was  opened 
In  the  Reichstag  on  Thursday  by  Im- 
perial Chancellor  von  Hertling,  who 
discussed  the  reUrement  of  Dr.  Rich- 
ard von  Kuehlmann,  the  German  For- 
eign SecveUry,  the  foreign  policy  of 
the  Government  and  economic  prob- 
lems arising  from  developments  In 
tbe  East.  According  to  a  German 
offlcUl  wireless  message  the  Imperial 
Chancellor  said: 

"I  mainUln  the  standpoint  of  the 
Imperial  reply  to  the  peace  note  of 
Pope  Benedict.  The  pacific  spirit 
which  Inspired  this  r^p4y  hss  also 
inspired  me.  At  the  time  I  added  that 
this  spirit  must  not  give  our  enemies 
free  conduct  for  an  interminable  con- 
tinuation  of   the   war. 

"What  have  wc  lived  to  see,  how- 
ever? While  for  four  years  there 
can  be  no  doubt  whatever  of  our 
willingness  to  hold  out  our  hand  to- 
ward an  honorable  peace,  we  have 
heard  until  the  last  few  days  inciting 
speeches  delivered  by  enemy  states- 
men. President  Wilson  wants  war  until 
we  are  destroyed,  and  what  Mr.  Bal- 
four, the  British  SecreUry  of  State  for 
Foreign  Affairs,  has  said  must  really 
drive  the  flush  of  anger  te  the  cheeks 
of  every  German.

ULSTER  LEADER 
URGES  WAR  DUTY 


Sir  Edward  Declares  That 
Political  Questions  Must 
Stay  in  Background— Says 
Ulster  Has  Grievances. 


BELFAST,  July  IS.—Sir  Edward 
Carson.  Leader  of  the  Irish  Unionist 
party.  In  addressing  a  meeting  of 
Orangemen  here  today,  said  that  the 
position  of  the  Ulster  leader  was  one 
of  grave  anxiety.  The  Oovernment

The  British  line 
waa  pushed  forward  without  much' 
opposition,  and  mere  than  H*  prleen- 
ers,  with  a  number  of  machine  guns, 
has  been  captured  up  to  today.  This 
morning  the  operations  were  still  be- 
ing continued  at  various  points,  and 
one  strong  position  was  captured 
southwest  of  Morris.

statement  issued  tonight.  The  village  of  Castel,  the  Anchin  farm 
and  a  number  of  strong  German  positions  were  taken  and  500  pris- 
oners were  captured.  The  attack  penetrated  the  German  lines  to  h 
depth  of  more  than  a  mile. 


The  statement  says: 


'Our  troops  this  morning  launched 
a  brilliant  attack  on  a  front  of  five 
kilometres  between  Castel  and  the 
north  of  MaiUy-Raiaeval.  All  of  our 
objeetivee  were  reached  and  we  have 
occupied  the  village  of  Costsl,  the  An- 
chin farm  and  a  number  of  strongly 
troops  have  penetrated  the  enemy 
positions.  Prsnch  troops  have  pene- 
trated the  enemy  lines  to  a  depth  of 
two  kilometres  and  have  taken  more 
than  600  prisoners." 

The  text  of  the  afternoon  reportlfol- 
lows: 

"Our  troops  continued  their  pro- 
gress north  of  the  Chavlgny  farm  and 
east  of  Favorelles.  Last  night  our 
troops  occupied  the  village  of  Long- 
pont and  the  Javage  farm.

The  President  said  the  patriotic 
splrH  of  the  farmers  haa  been 
"worthy  of  all  praise  and  has  shown 
them  playlns  a  most  admirable  and 
vratlfyinK  part  In  the  full  mobilisa- 
tion of  the  resources  of  the  country." 
He  added  that  the  bumper  crops  they 
have  raised  this  year  have  relieved 
"the  anxiety  of  the  nations  arrayed 
acalnst  O^rmany  with  regard  to  their 
food   supplies." 

A  fixed  minimum  price  of  18.40  a 
bushel,  the  President  said,  would  in- 
crease the  price  of  fiour  from  f  10.60 
to  118.50  a  barrel,  and  would  put  *n 
additional  burden  ot  |3S7,000.O00  this 
year  on  the  consumers.  -Such  an  in- 
crease m  nrlee.  he  said,  would  force 
a  similar  Morease  in  Canada,  thus  en- 
l«iWlna  the  whol*  scale  of  flnaddal 
operations  In  this  country  by  the  Al- 
lied Qovernments  and  affocting  prac- 
tically the  entire  world.

GOOD  LABOR  SUPPLY 
FOR  ONTARIO  FARMS 

OTTAWA,  July  18. — ^There  should 
be  no  dearth  Of  farm  labor  for  har- 
vesting the  crop  in  Ontar!**  this  Fall. 
Senator  Gideon  Robertson,  head  of 
the  Canada  Registration  Board,  today 
stated  tha»  the  number  of  men  signi- 
fying their  willingness  to  work  on 
farms  during  the  harvesting  season 
was  much  larger  than  possibly  could 
be  utilised  In  the  province.

LONDON.  July  18.— The  Air  Minis- 
try bas  issued  the  foilowtag  statement 
aa  te  reoeat  operations: 

"Ihirtag  the  nlgbt  of  July  11  our 
machines  sucooastfully  bombed  throe 
eaomy  airdromes,  at  two  ot  which 
firea  broke  out.  Many  roaada  ot 
machine  gun  bnllota  wera  fired  at 
tmtna.  aearebll^ta  and  other  military 
ebjoots.  July  18.  the  railway  sidings 
at  flaarbrucken  were  attacked.  All 
our  machines  retomed  safely." 

The  offielal  statement  on  aerial 
oporationa  Issued  by  the  War  Oflloo 
tonight  says: 

"On  July  11  heavy  rainstorms  lim- 
tUd  activity  In  the  air  on  both  slde*^ 
but  our  machines  carried  out  recon* 
naissance  work  and  observation  for 
the  fire  of  our  artillery  whenever 
brighter  intervals  permitted. 

"Nine  .tons  of  .bombs  were  dropped 
on  railway  Junetlona  behind  the  Ger- 
man lines.  Three  hostile  machines 
were  destroyed  during  the  day,  and 
two  were  driven  de<srn  out  of  control. 
Three  of  our  machines  are  missing. 

"Night  flying  was  impossible." 

DERNBURG  AROUSES 
CLAMOR  OF  JUNKERS 

AMSTBKDAM,  July  1S»— During  a 
debate  Wednesday  in  the  Prussian 
Uppor  House.  Dr.  Bernard  Derilburg. 
former  CMrman  Minister  of  Colonial 
Aflairs.  argued  that  a  peace  was 
never  eoncludcd  on  the  battlefield 
alone.  Without  the  co-operation  of 
diplomacy,  he  declared,  no  pegca 
could  be  established. 

If  Prussia,  said  Dr.  Dernburg,  Is  to 
maintain  iter  leading  position  she 
must  make  and  continue  to  make 
moral  conquests. 

"I  am  rather  doubtful  wkether  she 
has  succeeded  in  this,"  he  added. 

There  were  shouts  of  contradiction 
at  this,  and  the  extremist  Junker, 
Herr  '  Oldenbiirg-Jahuicbau,  replied 
with  a  flamboyant  discourse  on  the 
greatness  of  the  hcuse  of  Hohensol- 
lern,  whose  members,  he  said,  "had 
ever  educated  thenuMlves  and  thei>' 
people  to  flght  and  die  for  the  state." 

"Dr.  Dernburg  is  the  last  man  who 
ought  to  talk  about  morlil  con- 
quests," hs  added.  "Such  things  led 
to  banquets  in  honor  of  the  American 
Ambassador  Gerard." 
.  Dr.  Dernburg  replied:  "I  never 
regarded  Mr.  Gerard  as  a  flt  object 
for  moral  conquest.  I  did  attend  the 
"xnquet  In  qjiestlon,  but  so  did  the 
Viee-Chaneelior  and  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  Foreign  Aftairs." 


STATUS  OF  INDIAN 

lifVOLVED  IN  CASE

BRANTFOKD.  Ont.,  July  IS.'-Wea- 
ley  Martin,  an  Indian,  mombor  of  the 
Six  NaUons.  was  fined  f ISS  with  the 
option  of  three  months  in  Jail,  In  the 
police  court  this  morning  on  a  charge 
of  failure  to  produce  a  registration 
oard. 

In  oourt  this  morning  the  defence 
waa  made  that  the  Indian  waa  not  a 
person  in  law  and  did  not  come  under 
the  meaning  ot  the  word  "poraon"  in 
the  registration  act. 

No  appeal  was  entered,  though  it  is 
possible  that  this  will  follow,  as  the 
Indian  council  of  chiefs  haa  expressed 
the  Intention  of  carrying  the  case  to 
the  Privy  Counoil. 


VIENNESE  ATTACK 

EMBASSY  OF  GERMANY 

LONDON,  July  18.— Rioting  which 
occurred  in  Vienna  and  other  places 
in  Austria  following  the  breakdown 
of  the  Austrian  offensive  culminated 
in  a  vicious  attack  on  the  German 
embassy  in  Vienna,  aooording  to  the 
most  recent  reports  from  a  reliable 
neutral  source.  Before  the  military 
and  polioe  eould  intervene  mueh  dam- 
age to  the  structure  ta  aaid  to  have 
been  dope. 

Bvary  effort  haa  bean  made  to  keep 
the  fact  seoret.  but  gradually  the  in- 
formation al>ont  this  opiaoda  is  leak- 
ing out.  Undoubtedly  it  ia  true  that 
the  rofusal  ot  Oemiany  to  give  more 
than  meagre  supplies  which  she  ad- 
vanced to  Austria  had  an  important 
bearing  on  the  rioting.

BV  STRIKING  OFnCER 

MONTRBAL,  July  18.->ReperU 
from  Vaudreuil  this  aftoraooa  indi- 
cate that  Joseph  Chevrler,  the  draftee 
who  is  dead  aa  a  result  of  a  wound 
he  received  while  resisting  arrest  at 
the  hands  of  KedSi'sl  Policeman  Jas. 
O'Neill  Farrell,  died  from  loss  of 
blood. 

When  Chevrier  struck  Farrell  en 
the  head  with  the  butt  end  of  his 
rifle,  tho  weapon  exploded  and  the 
charge  entered  Chevrier's  leg.  In  the 
absence  of  Immediate  medical  at- 
tentlon  Chevrier  bled  to  death. 

The  wife  of  Farrell.  who  is  suffsr- 
Ing  from  ceneumlon  of  the  brain  as  a 
reauU  of  the  blew  ho  reeelved  from 
Chevrier,  was  summoned  to  his  bed- 
side In  Vieteria  Moepltal  this  after- 
noon.

TRIES  TO  LESSEN 
tlUHR  TRHieiES 


Government  Lays  Down  Num- 
ber of  Pfinciples  Which  It 
Believes  Should  Guide  — 
Board  of  Appeal  Constituted. 


OTTAWA,  July  18.  —  Prinelpl«a, 
which  for  tha  pra»«rvatlon  of  Inr 
duatrlal  poace  In  Canada  at  tha  praa< 
ant  critical  time,  should,  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  Oovernmant,  vulde  tha  ac- 
tioM  of  employers  and  workeni  alDce. 
are  eat  farth  in  a  mamorandum  ia- 
sued  today. 

Tha  memorandum  la  not  mandatory 
In  character,  but  it  affirms  at  tha  out- 
set that  there  should  be  no  strikaa  or 
lockouts  while  Cahada  is  enaaaad  In 
hoatilitlea  with  a  foreian  foe.  It  alao 
polnta  out  the  neoaaaity  for  tha  main- 
tenance of  the  maximum  production, 
particularly  In  war  industries.  Tha 
memorandum  "eada: 

"The  committee  of  the  Privy  Coun- 
cil have  had  before  them  a  report 
dated  July  »,  1918,  from  tha  Hinlater 
of  Labor,  representina  that  indoatrial 
unrest  durlna  the  past  few  months 
has  become  more  aeneral  than  for- 
merly, thus  causing  serioua  interrup- 
tion in  some  lines  of  war  work,  and 
indications  are  that  it  will  become 
more  widespread  still  unless  success- 
ful effortti  be  made  to  check  it.  This 
unrest  has  many  causes,  amonc  which 
are  the  shortaae  of  labor,  rapid  ad- 
vance In  the  cost  of  many  of  the  ne- 
cessities of  life,  employers  denyina 
their  workmen  tha  riaht  to  orsanlse  or 
to  meet  them  in  Joint  conference  to 
discuss  requests  for  improved  con- 
ditions or  to  neaotlate  adjustments  of 
differences,  and  In  others  from  too 
hasty  action  on  the  part  of  working- 
men  in  lirnorinK  the  provisions  of  the 
Industriai  f>iaptttea  InTasttaatlo|r  Act. 
and  in  adopting  drastic  meaaurea  be- 
fore exhausting  every  reasonable  ef- 
fort to  reach  satisfactory  settlement. 
Wagea  alleged  to  be  inadequate,  to- 
gether with  length  of  working  days, 
said  to  be  too  long,  are  among  other 
frequent  causes  of  such  unrest. 

Government  Action        '  ' 

"The  Minister,  realising  the  neces- 
sity of  steady  work  and  cloaa  and 
sympathetic  co-operation  between  em- 
ployers and  employees  to  secure  max- 
imum results  from  war  efforU,  is  of 
the  opinion  that  the  Government 
should  adopt  such  means  as  may  seem 
advisable  for  the  prevention  of  auch 
Interruption  during  the  continuance 
of  the  war,  whether  caused  by  lock- 
outs or  strikes,  and  the  establishment 
of  such  co-peration,  while  at  tha  same 
time  striving  to  ensure  the  workmen 
adequate  compensation  for  their  la- 
bor and  reasonable  safeguards  for 
their  health  and  safety  and  to  em- 
ployers fair  and  seasonable  treatment. 

"The  Minister  la  further  of  the 
opinion  that  a  declaration  by  the  Gov- 
ernment of  a  war  labor  policy,  fair 
and  equitable  to  all  concerned,  gov- 
erning relations  between  employers 
and  workmen  in  all  industries  engaged 
in  war  work,  including  all  those  men- 
tioned in  the  Industrial  Disputes  In- 
vestigation Act  except  railways,  and 
an^endments  thereto  by  Parliament  or 
extensions  thereof  by  order-in-councU 
for  the  duration  of  the  war,  would  ma- 
terially contribute  to  the  attainment  of 
theaa  objeots. 

Principles   Sat  I^orth 

"The*  Minister,  therefore,  recom- 
-mends  that  the  Governor-in-councll 
declare  the  following  principles  and 
policies  and  urge  their  adoption  upon 
both  employers  and  employees  for  tha 
period  of  the  war: 

"1.  That  there  should  be  no  strike 
or  lockout  during  the  war. 

"2.  That  all  employees  have  tha 
right  to  organise  in  trade  unions,  and 
this  right  shall  not  be  denied  or  in- 
terfered with  in  any  manner  whatao- 
ever,  and  through  their  chosen  repre- 
sentatives should  be  permitted  and 
encouraged  to  negotiate  with  employ- 
ers concerning  working  conditions, 
rates  of  pay,  or  other  grievances. 

"|.  That  araployera  shall  have  the 
right  to  organise  in  aasoclations  or 
groups,  and  this  right  shall  not  be 
denied  or  Interfered  with  by  workara 
in  any  manner  whatsoever. 

"4.  That  employers  shall  not  dis- 
charge or  refuse  to  employ  workers 
merely  by  reason  of  membership  in 
trades  unions  or  for  legitimate  trade 
union  activities  outside  working 
hours. 

"6.  That  workers  In  their  right  to 
organize  shall  use  neither  coercion  or 
intimidation  of  any  kind  to  Influence 
any  person  to  Join  their  orsaniaaUons, 
or  employers  to  bargain  or  deal  there- 
with. 

"$.  That  in  eaUbllahmenta  where 
the  union  shop  exists  by  an  agree- 
ment the  same  shall  continue,  and  the 
union  standards  aa  to  wages,  hours  of 
labor  and  other  conditions  of  employ- 
ment ahall  be  maintained. 

"7.  That  in  establishments  where 
union  and  non-union  men  and  women 
now  work  together  and  the  employer 
meata  only  the  employeea  or  repreaen- 
tatlvaa  engaged  in  auch  eetablish- 
menta^  the  continuance  of  such  con- 
ditions shall  not  be  deemed  a  grlev- 
anea. 

"This  declaration,  however,  is  not 
Intended  In  any  manner  to  deny  the 
right,  or  discourage  the  practice  of 
forming  lal>or  unions,  or  the  Joining 
of  the  same  by  workers  In  said  eatab- 
liahmenta  as  aforeaald.  nor  to  prevent 
a  board  of  conciliation  or  other  l>ody 
or  adjuster  from  rocemmending  im- 
provementa  in  the  matter  of  wages, 
hours  of  labor,  or  other  condltiona.  as 
shall  from  time  to  time  be  found  de- 
sirable. 

"S.  That  eaUbltahed  aafegoarda  and 
reguhitions  for  the  protection  of  health 
and  safety  of  workers  shall  not  be  re- 
laxed.

In  all 
pthtr  rdarr  whan  the  queatlon  ia  re- 
ferred to  a  board  of  conciliation,  or 
carrtad  In  appeal  to  the  board  of  ap- 
peal, tha  declaion  ahaU  be  etfacttve  not 
later  than  tha  data  on  which  tha  ap- 
plication for  a  board  of  ooneiUation 
was  filed. 

"The  board  of  appeal  shall  be  oom- 
posed  of  two  repreaenUtivea  of  labor 
nominated  by  the  executive  council 
of  the  Trades  and  Labor  Congress  of 
Canada,  two  repreaenUtlves  of  tha 
employera,  nominated  by  the  execu- 
tive of  the  Canadian  Manufacturers'

"The  Minlater  further  recommends 
that  the  Minister  of  Labor  be  author- 
ized to  make  regulations  governing 
procedure  on  appeal  provided  for  by 
the  above  recommendations.

ALLOMlCE 
IN  PHCEOF  COAL 

Action  Taken  by  Fuel  Control- 
ler in  Regard^  to  Vancouver 
Island  Mines— fncrease  of 
68  Cents  per  Ton. 


VTANCOUVBIR,  July  12.  — Nlchol 
Thompson,  fuel  admlnlntrator  for 
British  Columft)ia  under  Fuel  Con- 
troller C.  A.  Magrath,  has  issued  a 
new  schedule  of  prices  to  mine  oper- 
ators today  as  the  result  of  aa  Inves- 
tigation by  the  fuel  control  auditor  to 
determine  what  prices  would  be  fair 
to  both  the  public  and  the  producers, 
adhering  to  the  policy  set  in  Nova 
ficotia  and  New  Brunswick,  provid- 
ing that  no  watered  stock  or  over- 
capitalization should  foe  taken  into 
account  in  any  calculation  on  which 
selling  prices  were  based.  Aa  a  re- 
sult the  tupl  controller  has  sanc- 
tioned an  advance  of  76  cents  a  ton 
gross,  or  68  cents  per  ton  of  2,000 
pounds,  to  the  Canadian  Colliers 
(Dunsmulr)  Ltd.,  the  Pacific  Coastt 
Coal  Mines,  Ltd.,  and  the  Nanoose 
Collieries.  Ltd.  The  maximum  prices 
allowed  the  Canadian  Western  Fuel 
Company,  Ltd.,  remain  the  same  as 
the  present  maximum  prices.  The 
ofllcial   statement  follows: 

"After  the  Island  operators  granted 
an  increase  to'  the  miners  in  April 
laat,  the  operators  made  appllcatipn  to 
the  fuel  controller,  C.  A.  Magrath,  for 
permlsBlon  to  Increaae  the  aelNhg 
prices  of  coal  on  account  of  the  in- 
creased cost  due  to  this  wage  in- 
crease and  the  general  Increase  in  the 
cost  of  materials. 

"The  fuel  controller,  after  consulta- 
toln  with  the  fuel  administrator  for 
British  Columt>la,  Mr.  Nlchol  Thomp- 
son, decided  that  it  would  be  better 
to 'have  an  exhaustive  investigation 
of  the  cost  and  the  situation  gener- 
ally by  the  fuel  control  auditor,  so 
that  the  fuel  controller  could  better 
determine  what  selling  prtces  would 
be  fair  to  the  public  as  wrfl  as  to  the 
operators.  This  has  bee  nthe  policy  of 
the  fuel  controller  In  dealing  with 
the  coal  operators  In  Nova  Scotia  and 
New   Brunswick. 

"It  has  been  the  procedure,  in  deal- 
ing with  the  question  of  prices,  to  aee 
that  any  selling  prices  agreed  to  by 
the  fuel  controller  are  based  upon  fair 
values  and  that  no  watered  stock  or 
over-capitalisation  be  taken  into  ac- 
count In  any  calculatfon  upon  whl<ih 
were  based  selling  prices  of  coal. 
Different    Condltiona 

"Aa  can  readily  be  appreciated, 
some  coal  operatora  are  placed  very 
favorably  aa  compared  with  othera  In 
the  aame  Province.  This  may  ba 
due  to  better  coal  aeama  or  other 
more  advantageous  conditions  at- 
tending the  practical  operations.  The 
fuel  controller  fully  realitas  that  the 
country  requires  all  the  coal  that  can 
be  produced.  At  the  same  time,  he 
has  decided  that.  In  granting  permis- 
sion to  increase  selling  prices,  there 
will  be  allowed  only  fair  and  reason- 
able profits.  The  reanit  la  that,  !n 
order  to  procure  the  beat  poaalble 
output  and  at  the  aame  time  to  avoid 
any  operator  making  undue  proflta.  It 
haa  been  neceaaary  In  some  Instaneea 
to  have  different  prices  prevail  at 
different  collieries  which  supply  the 
aame  marketa.  In  the  case  of  tha 
operators  on  Vancouver  Island,  a  dif- 
ferentiation in  prices  has  been  neces- 
sary In  order  to  meat .  the  situation 
there. 

'In  cam'lng  out  the  investigation, 
the  fuel  control  auditor  had  the  co- 
operation of  the  chief  Inspector  of 
mines  for  British  Columbia,  Mr. 
George  Wilkinson,  who.  If  course.  Is 
very  intimately  acquainted  with  tha 
actual  conditions  attending  coal  op- 
eratllns.  This  precaution  was  taken 
in  order  to  insure  fair  treatment  and 
consideration  of  tha  situation  from  all 
sidea 

"After  receiving  the  recommenda- 
tions from  the  fuel  control  auditor, 
Mr.  Magrath  sanctioned  Mr.  Nlchol 
Thompson  to  adviae  the  coal  opeta- 
tors  on  the  Island  of  the  raviaed 
maximum  prices  at  which  they  may, 
until   further  notice,  aell  their  ontpnt

eonvw  Island,  On  thlp  aooeont  wo 
will  lend  him  our  full  support.  Tha 
responsibility  in  the  premlOea  rests 
upon  Dr.  Raid,  for  thejnatter  of  ter- 
minato  can  remain  In  abeyance,  pro- 
vided it  to  not  allawad  to  have  any 
bearing  on  the  ooastractlon  of  the 
connection  with  NUiaat.

All  Victorians  would  llko  to  see  an 
early  start  made  on  the  laying  out  of  4 
terminato  for  the  Canadian  Northern 
Paciflc  Railway  on  the  former  reserve 
area,  but  for  the  moment  what  to  of 
more  importance  to  the  construction 
of  the  seventy  miles  of  the  road  to 
NiUnat.  The  question  of  the  price  to 
be  paid  for  the  terminato  by  the  Do- 
minion Oovemment  can  rest,  pro- 
vided, in  the  meantime,  the  road  to 
completed  to  the  sprues  forests.  We 
leam  that  Major  AusUn  Taylor,  who 
is  at  the  head  of  the  alrptone  branch 
of  the  Imperial  Munltlona  Board  in 
British  Columbto,  is  in  constant  com- 
munication with  Premier  OHver  and 
is. pressing  upon  the  latter  the  urgent 
desirability  of  hastening  the  work. 
Since  tha  \>ullding  of  the  road  haa  be- 
come a  war  measure,  or  tantamount 
to  such,  that  is  the  part  of  the  work 
which  ehould  be  undertaken  without 
any  delay.  There  is  no  quesUon  of 
the  urgent  nefd  of  spruce.  The  sup- 
ply to  available  In  Brlttoh  Columbia, 
and  VOry  large  quantities  can  be 
brought  out  of  the  Nitinat  district 
once  the  tranaportation  to  aynitotfle. 

Provided  the  Dominion  Oovern- 
ment decided  to  build  the  seventy 
miles  of  road  so  necessary,  any  delay 
there  might  be  about  arbitrating  on 
the  price  of  terminal  Unds  would  not 
affect  the  situaUon,  Indeed,  under 
the  circumstances,  the  Dominion  Oov- 
ernment and  the  Canadian  Northern 
interests  may  probably  be  brought  to 
realise  a  board  of  arbitration  is  a  fair 
and  moderate  request.  Without  a 
doubt  Premier  Oliver  is  actuated  by 
the  beat  IntenUons  tn  the  course  ho 
has  taken,  and  In  the  Interest  of  the 
Impertol  Oovernment's  desire  to  se- 
cure trnaaportaUon  for  Its  spruce 
supplies  we  would  urge,  as  strongly  aa 
we  know  how,  there  ehould  be  Immo- 
dtote  aeUon.  Dr.  J.  D.  Reld,  they 
Federal  Minister  of  Railways,  has  a 
serious  obligation  In  thto  matter  from 
the  standpoint  of  tnr.  effort  and  from 
the  viewpoint  of  the  people  of  Van- 
couver latond,  and  when  he  becomes 
fully  apprloed  of '  the  situation  no 
doubt  he  win  realiao  thto  to  not  the 
time  for  delay.  .

For  the  fourth  t^me  the  Brlttoh 
peoples  are  celebrating  France's  Na- 
tional Festival,  and  again  the  anni- 
rersary  is  being  marked  here  with  a 
tag  day  for  the  wounded  soldiers  of 
France.

The  story  of 
Verdun,  and  how  she  saved.the  Allied 
cause  there,  will  be  told  "in  states 
unborn  and  accents  yet  unsung,"  for 
it  was  there,  to  quote  Mr.  Lloyd 
Oeorge,  that  she  "conquered  the 
storm  that  threatened  the  world." 
And  she  has  known  throughout  that 
In  defending  her  soil  she  has  been  de- 
fending freedom.  Today  she  has  the 
aatlsfacUon  of  realtoing  that  within 
the  past  year  a  great  and  mighty  na- 
tion to  adding  its  legions  to  those  of 
Oreat  Britain  for  the  common  effort 
and  the  common  saerlflce,  and  already 
over  1,000,000  new  crusaders  have 
croseed  the  seas  to  engage  in  the  fight 
for  France  and  humanity.   . 

The  nations  are  still  struggling  for 
the  destrucUon  of  a  more  formidable 
Bastille  than  that  which  fell  on  July 
14,  17 St:  still  striving  to  clear  a  path 
for  freedom  and  security.

It  has  been 
disproved  over  and  over  again  since, 
and,  on  the  Oise,  within  the  past  few 
weeks,  the  enemy  has  once  more  felt 
the  shatterins  arm   of  France. 

Each  year  her  national  festival 
grows  in  significance,  and  each  year 
the  response  of  Britons  to  her  need 
should  be  greater  than  ever,' (or  her 
cause  remains  that  of  the  Allies  and 
of  hunmnlty.  It  is  the  pride  and 
privilege  of  Victortons  today  to  show. 
In  a  small  way,  what  they  think  oC 
France  by  contributing  towards  the 
succor  of  her  wounded  heroes.  We 
trust  the  teg  day- will  be  an  earnest  of 
the  undiluted  admiration  wo  possess

Recommendation  to  Move  Of- 
fices to  'More  Central  Place 
Voted  Down— Mcmibership 
Foes  Are  Raised. 


The  Board  of  Trade  offieea  will  re- 
main where  thay  are.  The  recom< 
BMadatlon  from  a  speeial  eommittee 
that  they  be  moved  from  .the  old 
bulldlns  on  Bastion  Street,  whefe 
they  have  l>«ea  located  tor  .  over 
twenty-flve  years,  waa  voted  down 
yesterday  afternoon  by  an  overwhelm - 
ins  majority. 

It  was  decided,  however,  that  the 
eeunoU  sbould.  Inveatlcate  the  poaai- 
bilitlea  of  improvlns  the  present  ac- 
oomteodatlon,  which,  it  to  ctoimed,  haa 
proved-  inadequate  to  meet  the  up-t«- 
date  requirementa  of  the  Board  of 
Trade'a  ezpandlns  activities.  It  is 
possible  that  tha  rental,  which  haa  re- 
mained the  eame  ever  alnce  the  build- 
ins  waa  erected  and  the  board  first 
eatabllahed  there,  will  ba  Inoreaaed, 
thus  enabllns  the  ownera  of  the  build- 
Ins  to  Install  better  elevator  and  IlsHt- 
ins  aervlce.  The  apeclal  committee, 
whose  chairman  to  Vice-President  W. 
A.  Jameaon,  recommended  that  the 
present  aulte  of  offlcea  be  abandoned 
and  that  quartera  ahould  be  removed 
to  the  Union  Bank  Bulldlns,  on  the 
Srounda  that  the  totter  location  would 
afl^ord  t>etter  acceaa  for  members,  be- 
ins  in  the  centre  of  the  bualneaa  sqc- 
tion,  and  that  it  woyild  eventually  be- 
come the  commercial  hub  of  the  city. 

Several  of  the  older'  members  of 
the  board  attacked  the  proposal  to 
move,  amons  them  belns  Mr.  J.  J. 
Shallcroes,  who  contended  that  the 
new  members  who  were  advocatlns 
the  plan  could  more  advantaseoualy 
employ  their  time  by  followlns  the 
Board'a  precedents  for  development." 
He  believed  that  many  membara 
would  decline  further  aasoototion  with 
the  Board  rather  than  reihaln  "under 
the  stisma  of  bavins  broken  their  ob- 
Usatlon."  It  had  been  shown  that  the 
Board  was  morally  bound  not  to  de- 
ssrt  the  bulldlns  on  account  of  flnan- 
ctol  complications,  the  orsanlxatlon 
belns  indebted  to  the  mortsasees  of 
the  bulldlns  to  the  extent  of  several 
hundred  doltors.  It  was  also  arsued 
that  with  a  few  Improvements  tha 
present  offices  could  be  made  as  at- 
tractive as  any  others  avaitoble. 

Mr.  Jameson  declined  to  head  a 
committee  to  report  on  tha  neede^ 
Improvements,  and  the  council  was 
finally  entrusted  with  the  matter. 

By  almost .  unanimous  voto  the  an- 
nual membership  fee  waa  increased 
from   $12  to   $20.

DEAIH  IN  COLLISION 


Mr.  Joseph  McNaught  Killed 
When  Street  Car  Crashes 
Into  Motor  Truck — ^Verdict 
of  Accidental  Death. 


In  a  oolltolon  between  the  motor 
truck  he  was  drlvins  and  an  out- 
bound Uplands  car  on  Fort  Stfeet, 
oppoaite  the  Nuraea'  Home  at  the 
Royal  Jubilee  Hoepltal,  Mr.  Joeeph 
McNausht,  of  202  Belleville  Street,  a 
driver  employed  by  Messrs.  W.  J. 
Pendray  *  Company,  was  killed 
shortly  after  0  o'clock  yesterday 
momlns.  He  had  como  out  by  the 
roadway  lead  ins  from  the  hospital 
srounds  onto  Fort  Street  and  appar- 
ently failed  to  notice  the  street  oar 
approacblns  from  ths  west  until  it 
was  almost  upon  him.  He  made  an 
attempt  to  quickly  turn  east,  but  the 
truck  sot  on  the  car  traoka  and  waa 
atruck  on  the  front  risht  wheel  by 
the  car  with  auch  force  that  It  was 
thrown  dlasonally  back  tawarda  the 
curb,  over  wblch  It  plunsed  until 
brourht  up  by  crashlns  esalnst  a 
tslesraph  pole  and  the  hospital  fence. 

Apparently  Mr.  McNausht  met  hto 
death  by  belns  cruiihei  between  the 
front  part  of  the  truck  and  the  tele- 
sraph  pple.  The  street  c^•r.  thoush 
Motorman  Chesworth  rsversed  It  as 
soon  as  he  saw  the  truck  emerge 
on  the  street,  continued  on  ita  course 
a  distance  variously  estimated  at  from 
06  .to  as  feet  before  it  came  to  a 
.stop. 

At  the  inquest  held  yesterday  after- 
noon at  police  headquartera  the  Jury 
brousht  in  a  verdict  of  accidental 
death. 

Cmshed  to  Death 

At  the  time  of  the  accld-mt  there 
were  few  people  on  the  atreet.  Abra- 
ham Billard,  dairyman,  and  Capt.  J. 
D.  Maepherson  were  near  the  scene 
when  the  crash  came —  They  asatou 
ad  in  sAttins  Mr.  McNausht  extri- 
cated from  the  wreckase  Of  the  truck, 
while  some  soldiers  at  (he  hospital, 
attracted  by  the'  noise  of  tho  collision, 
ran  down  and  asatoted  them.  Dr.  Er- 
nest Mnll,  summoned  from  the  hos- 
pital, waa  unable  to  sive  Mny  medical 
aid,  the  Injured  man  paaalns  away 
almoat  immediately  after  the  doctor 
arrived.  The  body  wan  conveyed  to 
the  hoapltal  on  a  atretcher  carried 
by  the  aoldiera.  and  later  was  tnken 
to  the  undertakins  estabMshment  of 
Sands  ft  Company. 

At  the  Inquest  Motorman  Ches- 
worth testified  that  the  street  ear 
waa  travelllns  at  about  fifteen  miles 
an  hour  when  he  flrat  aaw  the  truck 
emerse  from  the  roadway  upon  the 
street  at  about  a  car  lensth  ahead.  He 
revemed  the  power,  at  the  aame  time 
aoundlns  the  bell,  but  before  the  car's 
momentum  could  be  stopped  the 
colltoion  occurred.' 

Detective  S^rseant  O'Leary.  who 
went  to  the  scene  as  soon  aa  word  of 
ths  accident  reached  t>oUoo  headr 
quarters,  assisted  Mr.  O'Meara,  of  tho 
City  Bnslneer's  department.  In  taklns 
measuremento,  etc.,  from  which  a 
pton  produced  at  the  inquest  waa 
prepared.  The  marks  on  the  pave- 
ment Indicated  that  McNausht  after 
he  sot  on  the  roadway  intended  to 
turn  west,  but  when  he  saw  the 
street  ear  at  hand  he  made  an  at- 
tempt to  turn  quickly  eastwards,  and 
at  that  moraeat  the  colltoion  oc- 
curred. 

Miss  Etole  Billard.  daushter  of  Mr. 
Abraham  Billard.  was  sittlns  In  the 
totter's  milk  deUvery  ris  on  Fort 
Street,  between  Lee  Avenue  and  Davie 
Streets,  when  she  saw  the  street  ear 
oomins  "nt  quite  a  hish  speed"  and 
the  truck  comios  from  the  side 
roadway,  the  driver  lookins  east  as 
if  to  see  If  a  ear  war  approacblns 
,from  that  direction.  Ttie  strset  ear 
appeared  to  slow  up  J-tmi  before  the 
impact,  but  she  did  not  hear  It's  bell 
nor  the  truck's  horn  sounded.

Other  evidence  adduced  Indicated 
that  the  street  ear  was  hot  solns  at 
aa  excessive  rate  of  spoed.  and  that 
apiMkreatly  Mr.  MeNansht  waa  on  the 
lookout  for  a  car  apprc>achins  from 
the  east  and  failed  to  notioa  tliat 
oomins  from  the  wast  nntil  too  late 
to  set  out  of  Ito  way.

No  announcement  aa  to  hla  apectflo 
purpose  in  vlaitlng  thla  Provtnoe  waa 
made  durlnc  hia  atay  here  by  General 
Potherlnsham.  medical  director  of  the 
military  forces  of  Canada.  But  it  is 
now  understood  that  the  objaot  of 
his  visit  was  to  select  a  site  for  a 
new  hospital  should  tbe  policy  adopt- 
ed at  Ottawa  reoently  regarding  mili- 
tary hospitals  be  adopted.  The  idea 
seoms  to  be  that  ail  the  smaller  hos- 
pitals maintained  throughout  the 
country  will  be  abanadoned  in  favor 
of  larger  institutions  which  will  be 
put  up  in  each  province. 

It  is  claimed  that  such  a  scheme 
would  be  more  economical  than  the 
preoent  on?  of  renting  buildings  at  big 
prlcea.  The  coat  of  operation,  it  ia 
aaid.  would  alao  be  greatly  reduced, 
as  thsre  would  be  no  necessity  for 
duplication  of  eouipment.  as  ia  now 
the  case,  and  ataffa  could  be  greatly 
leasened. 

It  is  believed  that  this  policy  U 
llksly  to  be  adopted  at  Ottawa,  and 
that  Oen.  Fotheringham'a  viait  here 
was  taken  so  that  he  eould  bo  in  a 
position  to  recommend  a  sits  for  Brit- 
ish Columbia.

PIONEER  OF  PROVmCE 
DDES  AT  ROYAL  CITY 

KBW  WESTMINSTER,  B.  C,  July 
IS. — One  of  tha  oldest  plonaars  of 
British  Oslumbla.  Mr.  John  Alloway 
Calblck.  agad  SI.  who  first  settled  In 
New  Westminster  KS  years  ago.  died 
at  his  home  here  last  niaht.  Ha  had 
been  in  for  the  past  year  and  oon- 
flned  to  his  bed  for  tha  last  six 
weeks,  and  hla  death  was  not  unex- 
paotad.  Tha  funeral  will  be  held  oa 
Monday.  The  lata  Mr.  Calblck  was 
born  In  Brantfotd.  Ont.  in  1SS7.  In 
1S(S  he  took  part  In  the  Carfboo  aold 
rush,  and  being:  unsucceasful  In  mln- 
Injr  he  built  the  first  court  hoMse  In 
Caribop.  He  tried  mining  again  In 
1863,  and  after  enduring  many  hard- 
ships and  dangers  firom  roving  bands 
of  Indiana  ha  returned  to  New  West- 
minster penniless.  He  engaged  in 
lumbering  until  ISfC.  wben  he  took 
part  In  the  gold  rush  to  the  Big 
Band,  above  Revalstoke.  but  waa 
again  unsuccessful. 

Then  followed  four  years'  residence 
In  California  and  seven  years  In  On- 
tario engaged  In  the  building  trade. 
In  1S7S  he  returned  to  New  West- 
minster and  waa  a  succesful  contrac. 
tor  and  builder  until  falling  health 
compelled  him  to  retire.

City  SDlicHor  Tells  Conciliation 
Board  His  Opinion— Mayor 
Agrees  With  Sonne  of  Em- 
ployees' Demands. 


With  an  attack  on  "our  pamleieus 
ssrstem  of  civic  government,**  by  City 
Solicitor  Haanington.  a  statement  of 
regret  and  admission  from  the  Mayor, 
and  a  final  summing  up  by  the  pres- 
ident of  the  Civic  Bmployees'  As- 
soclatton  of  their  side  of  the  ease, 
tha  Oonclliation  Board  flniahed  hear- 
ing evidence  yesterday  and  will  sit 
in  private  today  for  the  purpose  of 
reaching  a  decision. 

nmrtam  mtrtnoet 

StaUng  that  the  alderman  were 
often  elected  for  one  teem  only  and 
had  a  very  limited  knowledge  of  civic 
administration.  City  Solicitor  Han- 
alngton  pointed  out  that  the  alder- 
manic  body  did  not  and  could  net 
possess  the  necessary  knowledge  to 
enable  them  to  control  employees  of 
the  dlfterent  branches  and  to  intel- 
ligently hire,  fire  or  pay  them.  He 
claimed  that  aldermen  only  ran  the 
city  as  a  side  line  and  because  they 
enjoyed  playing  at  municipal  politico. 
They  were  elected  to  ofllcie  by  people 
who  scrutinised  the  tox  blU  first  and 
knew  nothing  of  civic  administration, 
and  it  was  not  the  fault  of  the  alder- 
men that  they  aheuld  Interfere  with 
the  civic  organlflatlon  in  order  to 
show  substantial  cost  reductions  at 
eletclon  time.  Rather  It  was  the 
fault' of  the  pernicious  system  of 
civic  administration  of  their  depart- 
ments. Bvldenoe  had  ahown  that 
unless  an  employee  brings  enough 
pressure  to  bear  upon  certain  partlea, 
raises  or  promotion  come  not.  Mr. 
Hannlngton  continued,  "There  should 
be  some  system  undei;  which  elB- 
elenoy  and  long  service  would  re- 
ceive recognition.  Thia  la  the  only 
way  you  can  insure  stable  or  loyal 
civic  service,  loyalty  and  sUbillty 
being  neoessary  to  endency." 
AlderowB  Kjiew  More  Tliao  He 
As  solicitor  for  the  city,  Mr.  Han- 
nlngton told  of  spending  days  at  a 
time  studying  legal  problems,  and 
when  hla  best  opinion  was  presented 
to  the  Council  In  writing,  and  this 
opinion  waa  adverse  to  the  city,  al- 
dermen would  st^nd  up  and  an- 
nounce in  public  that  they  didn't 
think  he  knew  what  he  waa  talking 
about.  It  was  humilatlng  to  be  sub- 
jected to  auch  treatment,  but  if  he 
must  sUnd  for  It  he  should  be  mighty 
well  paid. 

Alll  Employees  Speelallsta 

Mr.  Hannlngton  spoke  of  the  local 
knowledge  necessary  In  a  good  so- 
licitor, pointing  out  that  a  general 
knowledge  would  not  suffice,  as  each 
mtmidpallty  had  its  own  laws  and 
its  own  problems.  The  city  had  paid 
for  his  training  during  the  three 
years  he  had  been  in  the  position, 
and  he .  now  knows  mere  about  the 
olty'a  legal  matters  than  any  other 
man  living.  He  cannot  possibly  live 
on  the  salary  he  is  receiving  and  If 
his  increase  la  not  granted  he  will 
take  up  private  practice  as  soon  the 
opportunity  offers.  This,  he  said,  was 
not  a  threat  but  a.  fact.  All  his  spe- 
cial knowledge  would  be  lost  by  the 
city  and  they  would  have  lo  pay  for 
the  training  and  blunders  of  a  new 
man.  v-'Cm--'-'-^titW^^--  '^k^'V*/ 

All  the  employees  from  the  itreet 
sweepers  up  to  departmental  heads 
have  a  knowledge  of  their  work  which 
is  Invaluable  to  the  city  and  they 
should  be  decently  treated.  Mr.  Han- 
nlngton lielleves  in  trade  unionism, 
which  he  says  Is  one  of  the  moat  val- 
uable assets  of  civiltauttion  it  utilised 
properly.  He  also  recommends  a 
salary  by-law.  Pensions  should  be 
compulsory  and  the  cost  should  be 
borne  partly  by  the  Council  and  part* 
ly  by  the  employees. 

Regreta  Plea  for  Proteetloii 

In  a  statement  before  the  board,  the 
Mayor  regretted  that  the  employeee 
ahould  have  thought  it  necessary  to 
ask  for  protection  against  discrimina- 
tion aa  a  result  of  their  testimony.  In 
defence  of  his  statement  al>eut  em- 
ployees who  had  denied  his  statement 
two  of  them  had  been  discussed  sev- 
eral times  in  the  Council  with  a  view 
to\dlsmls8aI,  aa  they  were  not  consid- 
ered neoeseary.  but  action  had  not 
been  taken  trwlng  to  their  long  serv- 
ice. 

The  Mayor  told  the  board  that  ha 
had  kept  out  of  the  w^y  during  the 
sitings  of  the  board  so  that  the  men 
could  speak  as  freely  aa  they  wished. 
Be  asked  that  the  men  who  were  not 
members  of  the  Protective  Associa- 
tion be  given  due  consideration.  He 
would  say  nothing  further  but  would 
let  the  board  hear  the  avidenoe  aad 
arbitrate  in  the  way  they  thought 
right

ohlae  and  Ailing  public  ofllce  with 
aome  degree  of  aJbUity.  He  appealed 
to  the  women  to  rememA>er  the  ne- 
ceaaity  of  avoiding  claes  legialatlon 
and  to  t>e  moderate.  Legialatlon  muat 
tM  made  for  repreaeatativea  of  all  de- 
gree* of  iaUlUgenee.  moraUty  and 
aoclal  life.  There  waa  no  use  in  cre- 
aUng  the  hlgheat  tone  for  thoae  who 
oould  not  appreelate  It.  There  waa 
no  uae  in  trying  to  make  people  re- 
llgloua  who  were  naturally  irreliglona. 
An  even  keel  muat  i>e  atruok  if  a 
municipal  adminlatraUon  waa  to  be 
■\ieceaafuL  Otherwla<w  it  would  hav« 
to  contend  with  even  worae  condl- 
Uona  than  ezlated  before. 

"There  la  no  uae  in  making  a  crim- 
inal simply  because  It  la  poaalble  to 
paaa  a  by-law  that  will  make  him  ao," 
he  aald.  "The  fault  with  meat  munl- 
dpalttlea  la  that  they  have  tOP  many 
lawa,  and  the  greateat  crime  of  all  th 
making  a  law  to  benefit  one  claaa  that 
will  make  a  man  of  the  other  claas 
a  criminal.  Did  you  ever  see  a  by- 
law that  equally  protected  both 
claaaee?  You  will  usually  And  that 
the  criminal  laws  are  aimed  at  the 
poor  felow  who  never  had  a  chance."

The  citlzena  had  the  recall,  the  ln> 
Itiatlve  and  the  referendum  available, 
and  thus  exercised  some  control  over 
the  commlsslonara.  For  that  reason 
Mayor  Hardie  said  the  commlaaion 
was  a  little  too  oloae  to  the  people 
to  be  as  effective  as  it  otherwise 
might  be.  For  that  reason  he  was 
not  such  an  enthnalaatio  aupporter  of 
the  commiasion  system  as  he  used  to 
be.  He  now  favored  the  managerial 
form  of  government.  Incidentally  he 
remarked  that  «  provincial  public 
utilities  commission  was  one  of  the 
best  institutions  oyer  Introduced  to 
safeguard  expenditure  and  manage- 
ment. One  thing  in  favor  of  the  com- 
mission, h^  said,  was  the  direct  re- 
sponsibility shouldered  by  the  com- 
missioners. Errors  in  administration 
ware  ea-^ly  detected,  and  the  guilty 
would  auffer  alone. 

He  deacribed  the  managerial  aya- 
tem  aa  worked  out  in  Dayton,  Ohio, 
where  Avo  commlaaionera  were  an- 
nually elected  and  virtually  placed 
In  charge  of  the  principal  civic  de- 
partments. They  were  required  by 
charter  to  engage  a  manager,  who 
had  executive  authority.  There  was 
no  recall,  and  the  manager  could  not 
be  dlaehargad  unless  there  waa  valid 
reason.  Terms  of  office  were  not 
fixed.  The  commisslonera  acted  as  a 
buffer  between  the  managsr  and  the 
ratapayan.  ti'    ^■ 

RevolattDB  Cooifaig 

Mayor  Hardle  claimed  that  a  revo- 
lution in  civic  government  throughout 
the  country  waa  coming  and  that  tha 
return  of  the  aoldlers  would  hasten 
the  day.  Returned  aoldlers  would 
soon  exercise  the  strongest  Influence 
ever  known  in  Canada,  and  the  men 
who  had  lived  in  hovels  before  the 
war  would  not  return  to  them  after 
they  had  fought  the  nation's  battles. 
They  would  demand  reasonable  homes 
and  reasooable  wages  and  were  en- 
titled to  them.  Old  traditions  would 
fall.  Civic  control  by  manager  or 
commlaaion  was  sure  to  be  an  out- 
come of  the  changes  that  the  returned 
aoldlers  would   bring  about. 

Miiyor  Hardie  spoke  of  some  of  the 
underlying  elements  which  he  claim- 
ed were  at  the  root  of  all  civic  prob- 
lems. 

"There  is  no  more  adverse  Influence 
than  Paulinism,"  he  declared.  "The 
doctrines  .which  are  attributed  to 
Paul  I  do  not  believe  he  ever  initiated 
or  followed.  I  think  that  the  fault 
lies  with  the  modem  churches,  which 
have  construed  wrongly.  The  laws  of 
the  land  and  the  doctrine  of  the 
church — not  the  precepts  of  Paul — 
are  responsible  for  the  recognition 
for  years  of  woman  as  Inferior  to 
man.  This  condition  threatens  civili- 
sation. It  has  caused  the  growing 
of  the  number  of  Mdry  Magdalenes. 
Women  of  their  class  will  continue  to 
grow  In  this  country  until  the  whole 
of  olvlllxatlpn  is  menaced.  I  am  put- 
ting It  strongly,  but  no  more  strongly 
than  I  feel.  It  Is  time  the  church 
put  a  new  interpretation  on  Its  prin- 
ciples. 

"Tou  may  think  these  matters 
foreign  to  the  aub)ect  of  my  dis- 
course, but  a  government  can  be  no 
better  than  the  elements  It  repre- 
sents. Upon  the  social  condition  of 
Its  people  a  government  atanda  or 
falla."  t 

Attaoka  IKmble  Standard 
Mayor  Hardle  attacked  the  double 
atandard  of  morale.     "Tou  never  aee 
a    Mary    Magdalene   sitting     at      the 
bishop's  table."  he  said.     "Tou  never 
aee  a  Nonconformist   minlater  walk- 
ing along  the  atreeta  with  a     Mary 
Magdalene  on  hia  arm.     They  would 
jeopardise  their  charateer  and  their 
poahlon   if  aeen   In   such     company. 
Tet  they  say  we  muat  forgive  aln  and 
reclaim   It.     Why  la  tiiera  a  doable 
atandard  of  morality?    .Why  do  the 
men  prominent  In  church  affaire  tol- 
erate   Much    condttlona   and    not    put 
thetr  foot  down  and  atamp  them  out?

of  New  Weatminater  In  propoaing  the 
resolution. 

Mrs.  Gordon,  as  seconder,  stated 
that  she  had  been  particularly  struck 
with  the  very  broad  attitude  adopted 
by  the  lecturers,  who  had  not  been 
at  pains  to  disguise  their  own  short- 
comings, but  had  freely  acknowledged 
desire  for  more  knowledge.  A  great 
deal  of  good  could  not  fail  to  be  the 
outcome   of  such  a  school. 

Other  votes  of  thanks  were  pasaed 
to  the  fiouse  committee  and  to  Rev.

can  be  considered  by  the  German 
Government.  >

A  gradually  shortening  national 
ssrvlee  work  day  may  appear  anom- 
aloua  to  tha  design  of  an  Invariable 
standard,  but  we  must  bear  in  mind 
that  the  latter  is  dependent  upon  not 
the  number  of  hours  of  tho  workday 
but  the  Invariable  balance  of  the  re- 
muneration with  the  cost  of  living. 

The  nation- Is  tha  whole  people,  to- 
day the  large  pereentage  of  those  of 
produteing  age  and  abUity  are  in  mili- 
tary or  semi-military  service,  a  large 
pereentage  are  engaged  on  munition 
work.  Both  these,  under  normal  con- 
ditions, would  be  available  for  ordin- 
ary produetlaa.  ~A  large  percentage 
of  working  age  are  unnecessarUy  en- 
gaged In  non-productive  pursuits 
wblch  might  be  largely  obviated  and. 
where  necessary,  fliled  -by  persons  ot 
either  sex  past  the  producing  age.  A 
large  percentage  of  pvoduclng  age 
are  killing  time,  producing  nothing, 
doing  nothing  of  value  to  the  nation. 
0o  that  a  comparatively  small  per- 
centage are  actually  producing  what 
Is  used  la  the  country,  other  than  is 
imported. 

For  clearness  of  argument  let  us 
leave  the  question  of  shortage  or  sur- 
plus production  out,  and  consider  that 
In  any  event  the  country  Is  raising 
aad  manufacturing  just  what  It  needs. 
From  the  national  point  of  view  does 
it  matter  whether  one-quarter  of  the 
people  work  8  hours  a  day  for  a  wage 
of  14  or  the  whole  of  the  people  work 
2  hours  a  day  for  a  #age  of  tlT  The 
aggregate  results  would  be  the  same, 
but  in  the  latter  case  a  perfect  bal- 
ance Is  strucki 

Increase  the  universal  working  day 
to  4  hours  at  t2  per  day  and  you 
double  production,  you  relieve  the 
old-time  long  day  worker  of  half  bis 
labor,  make  a  better  man  out  of  the 
erstwhile  idler  and  can  reduce  the 
cost  of  living  all  round  from  one- 
quarter  to  one-half  by  the  results  of 
exportation  or  exchange  for  foreign 
products.  t 

In  fixing  the  standard  wage  per  day 
or  per  hour  all  interests  will  best  be 
conserved  by  adopting  aa  near  aa  pos- 
sible the  rate  per  hour  of  what  we 
cell  normal  times,  as  causing  the 
least  inequality  and  meting  out  jus- 
tice to  those  old  persons  and  widows 
with  children  with  a  limited  income 
who  have  had  no  redress  from  the 
high  cost  of  living.  The  lower  the 
cost  of  production  under  the  pro- 
posed new  system,  providing  It  be- 
comes self-supporting  luad  requires 
few  Imitorts,  haa  the  advantage  of 
disposing  of  Its  surplus  low  .cost 
goods  In  a  high  cost  market,  can  af- 
word  to  Ignore  tariff  conalderations 
and  will  act  as  a  stimulant  to  other 
countrlea  to  fall  in  Una  and  pave  the 
way  as  nothing  else  can  for  the  right 
kind  of  Internationalism  under  uni- 
versal standards.

Sted  Boaaties 

Sir. — I  observe  that  the  Editor  of 
The  Times  has  called  in  question  the 
accuracy  of  the  statements  made  In 
one  paragraph  In  my  letter  published 
in  Thurs^y's  Colonist.  In.  that  para- 
graph I  stated  that  the  steel  bounties 
were  a  "feature  of  the  national  pol- 
icy," etc;  Very  well,  to  please  my 
friend.  I  will  amend  the  statement  by 
putting  It  In  thia  way — they,  the  Steele 
bounties,  were  supplementary  to  the 
national  policy  as  amended  year  by 
year  and  were  an  enlargement  of  Ita 
protective  featuree. 

Further,  If  my  statement  gave  the 
Impression  that  the  Iilberals,  as  noon 
aa  they  came  into  power,  repealed  the 
law  under  which  those  steel  bounties 
were  given.  It  was  misleading.  Their 
leaders  had  promlaed  to  do  that  when 
In  opposition:  Sir  Richard  Cartwrlgh^ 
had  gone  up  and  down  the  land  de- 
claring that  when  the  Liberala  got 
Into  power  they  would  remove  every 
vestige  of  protection  from  the  tariff, 
while  Sir  Wilfred  Laurler  had  sol- 
emnly promised  that  he  would  give 
tho  people  of  Canada  "free  trade  aa 
they  have  it  la  Bngland."  Now  the 
Editor  of  The  TImee  Ulla  us  that  they 
did  not  cut  oS  theee  steel  bountiee  at 
once,  but  contintted  them  for  a  num- 
ber of  years,  showing  that  they  failed 
to  live  up  to  their  promises.  What 
aome  of  their  followers  in  Parlia- 
ment did  do  was  to  keep  pouhdlng 
away  at  theee  eteel  bonuses  and  other 
features  of  the  national  policy  year 
by  year  when  the  money  waa  being 
voted  to  pay  theee  bonuses,  until  the 
New  Bngland  owners  of  stock  In  the 
Sydney  Steel  Works  quietly  unloaded 
all  their  holdings,  meetly  on  the  Mont- 
real and  Toronto  steek  marketa 
These  new  Canadian  holders  of  the 
stock.  Including  many  prominent  Iilb- 
erals. had  Inttaeaoe  enough  to  secure 
the  eentlnuanee  of  these  bountiee  for 
eome  yeara.

Perhaps  hafere  the  Snmmer  ie 
over  aaother  Hyva  of  Hate  will  be 
written,  for  aasnrsdly  the  Rhinelaad- 
ers  will  have  greater  causs  to  fear 
Bngland  by  that  tima,  • 

It  waa  not  till  late  la  last  year  that 
Britain  adopted  the  policy  of  ripMaala 
At  onoe  the  RJMse  towna  plunged 
themselves  Into  darkness.  October 
aaw  the  flrst  of  the  Britiah  raiders 
over  the  outer  fringe  of  the  Rhine 
baaln.  In  spHe  of  the  wintry  weather 
the  scope  of  those  raids  was  steadily 
extended,  until  Mannheim,  Frankfort 
and  Cologne  Itself  have  been  Included. 
The  turn  of  the  other  river  cities  ig' ' 
coming  and  the  citlsens  are  trembling 
at  the  prospect. 

Squeal  «fter  aqueal  has  arisen.'  The 
German  government  have  even  ap- 
proached the  King  of  Spain  to  use  his 
good  offices  to  secure  a  limitation  of 
aaldlng  operations.  And  the  latest 
symptom  of  disquiet  has  conra  In  the 
form  of  a  queatlon  In  the  Relchatag 
on  April  It.  by  the  Socialist  Deputy 
Herr  Geok.  suggesting  that  aa  agree- 
ment ahould  be  reached  for  the  ceesa- 
tion  of  aerial  attacks  on  open  towna 
outside  the  war  xone. 
-  With  characteristic  effrontery,  the 
.Oovf  rnmant  reply  stated  that  no  offi- 
cial requeat  to  that  effect  had  sret  been 
received  fronfTthe  enemy  powers.  If 
such  a  requeat  ahould  be  received.  It 
would  be  examined  by  the  military 
authorities.  And  with  that  the 
anxloua  watchers  will  have  to  be  con- 
tent, for  no  such  request  Is  likely  to 
be  tendered  on  behalf  of  the  Allied 
Governments.  * 

The  latter  are  not  likely  to  be  de- 
luded by  the  humanitarian  frame  of 
mind  which  has  suddenly  taken  pos- 
session of  the  Rhlnelanders.  Only 
when  the  terror  of  the  air  looked  in 
at  their  doors  did  it  become  clear  to 
those  aheltered  Germans  what  a 
dreadful  thing  alr-raldlng  waa  It  waa 
quite  an  eniojrablo  spectacle — eeen  at 
a  ante  dietaaeo)  and  the  people  whoee- 
papers  printed  drawings  supposed  to 
Illustrate  the  panic-stricken  rush 
along  ^he  promenade  of  the  Hartle- 
pool women  during  the  flrst  tip-and- 
run  expedition  of  the  German  battle- 
cruisers  no  doubt  revelled  in  the  re- 
ports of  air-raid  after  air-raid  on  the 
undefended  towns  of  BrlUln.  They 
cheerfully  assented  to  the  doctrine, 
Written  BO  often  in  letters  of  blood  by 
their  leaders,  that  in  war  no  such 
thing  as  a  npn-combatant  portion  of 
the  population  exists.  The  Entente 
Governmd>ts  may  presently  ,root  out 
that  pemiRaiiU!^  German  heresy  by 
practically  demohstrating  what  thia 
doctrine  really  means. 

For  several  months  British  work- 
msn  have  been  toiling  to  manufacture 
the  means  to  put  the  policy  of  their 
Oovernmeilt  Into  effect.  Many  ot 
these  men  have  been  spurred  on  by 
the  thought  of  homes  wrecked  and 
wives  and  children  killed  and  mutil- 
ated through  the  explosion  of  Gotha 
bombs,  and  the  result  of  their  grim 
toll  has  been  that  Britain  Is  turning 
out  nearly  double  the  number  of  ma- 
chlnea  that  Germany  can  manufac- 
ture. 

Not  only  has  output  been  Increased 
at  thia  tremendous  rate,  but  British 
draughtsmen  have  also  been  busy. 
The  Rhlnelanders  have  had  a  fore- 
taate  of  the  Handley  Page  and  the 
lighter  type  of  long  distance  -bonrber  | 
which  participated  In  last  year's  raids. 
But  there  is  a  great  deal  more  to 
come,  regarding  which  nothing  can 
judiciously  be  said  Just  now. 

One  important  aeroplane  firm  Slone 
is  completing  an  order  for  four  hun- 
dred of  the  bombing  machines,  and 
it  should  be  remembered  that  Britain 
now  numbers  her  aeroplane  factoriea 
by  the  hundred.  Indeed,  before  the 
end  of  laat  year  it  waa  authoritatively 
stated  that  the  number  of  firms  en- 
gaged In  the  manufacture  of  aero- 
planes and  aeroplane  parts  had  reach- 
ed the  astonishing  figure  of  S.OOO. 

Britain  waa  slow  in  adopting  tha 
policy  of  reprisala.  Her  people  were 
loath  to  believe  that  the  German  na- 
tion had  sunk  to  such  a  level  of  bav 
barlty  as  to  approve  the  policy  of  its 
rulers  In  bombing  open  towns,  even 
though  -no  nuirmurs  of  protest  were 
heard  when  poison  gas  was  instituted 
and  hospital  ships  torpedoed,  to  eay 
nothing  of  the  wholesale  massacrea 
indulged  In  by  their  ally  the  Turk 
against  his  subject  races.  Bxperlenco 
haa  shown  that  no  agreement  can  be 
binding  on  Germany  unleea  It  suits 
the  German  Government  to  keep  it. 
Until  the  German  people  take  the 
government  Into  their  own  hands  and 
show  signs  of  worthiness  to  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  "comity  of  clvUlsed  na- 
tions, reprisals  will  be  carried  out 
against  them  to  the  utmost  of  the 
Allies'  formidable  power.  But  for  the 
savagery  of  the  present  rulers  of  Ger- 
many there  would  be  no  watch  by 
the  Rhine  today.

The  popular  Idea  of  flghtlng  deer 
pictures  them  with  locked  horns.  Elk, 
however,  light  erect  on  their  hind 
legs,  their  heads  thrown  back.  In 
thia  poaltlon  they  stab  viciously  at 
each  other  with  their  sharp  front 
hoofs  and  often  inflict  serious  grounds. 
U  la  a  very  human  way  of  flghtlng. 
These  sparring  conteats  often  develop 
high  aklU. 

Mr.  8.  N.  L.eek.  who  Uvea  just 
south  of  the  Tellowstona  National 
Park  boundary  and  In  sight  of  the 
lordly  Teton  Mountains  which  some 
day  will  be  included  in  the  national 
park,  has  spent  many  yeara  among 
the  great  horde  of  elks  which  swarm 
hack  and  forth  between  the  Jackson 
Hole  country  and  the  safe  refuge  of 
the  park  wlldsmees.  His  adventures 
aa  a  photographsr  are  many  and  in- 
teresting. 

Here  is  an  sxtract  from  a  reoent 
letter:  ' 

"To  get  the  photographs  of  flghtlng 
elk  was  both  Intereetlng'ond  tiresome. 
After  they  were  fe<r.  hay,  I  would  atop- 
the  sleigh  in  as  good  a  position  aa 
possible.  Then  I  would  set  up  the 
camera  within  a  few  feet  of  the  alelgh, 
draw  the  dark  slide,  set  the  shutUr, 
and  bulb  in  hand,  await  what  might 
happen. 

"The  elk.  before  they  rear  up, 
usually  hold  their  heads  high  in  the 
air  and  make  a  peculiar  clicking 
snapping  nolae  with  their  mouth, 
which  at  the  Ume  Is  held  partly  open 
so  that  their  tuaks  will  show.  On 
hearing  this  noise,  the  camera  is  In- 
stantly awung  In  that  direction.  If 
the  brewing  storm  provss  to  be  more 
than  a  quarrel,  tha  two  anlmala  rear 
In  the  air  together  and  slug  at  each 
other  with  their  fore  feet.  The  object 
of  each  seems  to  be  to  strike  the  other 
on  the  lower  jaw.  For  thia  reason 
each  holds  Its  head  aa  far  from  the 
other's  fore  fest  aa  posslbls. 

"Bk>ws  are  landed  that  sound  as  if 
struck  with  sledge  hammers.  Each 
boat  Is  only  a  few  seconds'  duration; 
the  vanquished  lights  on  his  fore  feet, 
running  to  eecape  the  cruel  thrust 
that  is  sure  to  be  delivered  with  light- 
ning quickness. 

"Sometimes  the  wait  Is  long  be- 
tween each  scrap;  then  It  most  usually 
ends  in  a  cllcktag  noise.  The  light  is 
nearly  alwajrs  In  a  denaa  bunch  of  elk 
where  no  picture  worth  while  can  be 
aecured.  Hoora  of  constant  watching 
often  resulta  in  no  exposure;  or  sev- 
eral expoeures  may  be  made  during 
the  time  without  a  alngle  picture. 

"While  It  is  aggravating  to  apend 
daya  without  reaulta.  abverthelees.  It 
gives  a  splendid  chance  to  study  the 
animals.  Elk  cows  fight  the  same  as 
the  bulls,  and  cows  will  flght  bolls  and 
very  often  whip  them.  Once  I  saw  a 
cow  knock  a  bull  over  backwarda 
completely  out;  one  of  her  hard  fore

OTTAWA,  July  12. — The  Important 
question  of  the  validity  of  the  Order- 
In-Councll  of  April  20.  cancelling 
exemptions  granted '  under  the  Mili- 
tary Service  Act  reached  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Canada  this  forenoon  In  the 
form  of  an  application  for  a  writ  of 
habeas  corpus  for  Pte.  George  Edwin 
Grey,  of  Nipiasing,  who  is  under  ar- 
rest because  he  refueed  to  don  a  mili- 
tary uniform  at  Niagara  Camp,  and 
also  declined  to  be  inoculated. 
Referred  to  FnU  Court 

After  hearing  the  application  In 
chambers,  Mr.  JusUce  Anglln  con- 
sented to  the  issuance  of  an  order  re- 
ferring the  nmtter  to  the  full  Supreme 
Court  which  will  sit  on  Thursday, 
July  18.  This  waa  done  at  the  re- 
quest of  E.  L.  Newcomb,  Deputy  Min- 
ister of  Justice,  and  no  objection  was 
raised  by  R.  H.  Chrysler,  K.C..  of  Ot- 
tawa, or  C.  C.  Robinson,  who  made 
the  application  on  behalf  of  Grey. 
As  a  reault  thla  appUoaUon  will  be 
the  basis  for  the  settlement  by  the 
courts  of  the  highly  Important  mat- 
ter of  the  validity  of  the  Order-ln- 
Conndl  of  April  20.  There  will  be 
no  appeal  from  the  Judgment  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Alberta,  danger  of 
the  possibility  of  an  objection  to  such 
an  appeal  being  taken  thereby  being 
avoided. 

In  the  course  of  the  proceedings 
before  Mr.  Juatica  Anglin,  Mr.  Chry- 
sler explained  that  Grey,  the  appli- 
cant for  the  writ  of  habeae  corpus, 
is  a  farmer  who  was  refueed  exemp- 
tion by  the  local  tribunal.  He  went 
before  the  appeal  tribunal  at  Hailey- 
bury  and  eecured  exemption  so  long 
aa  he  remained  on  the  farm.  From 
thia  decision  the  military  authorities 
appealed  to  the  Central  Appeal  Judge 
and  the  application  was  before  Mr, 
Justice  Duff  on  April  20,  when  the 
Order-ln-Councll  was  issued.  Like 
similar  appeals  relating  to  the  classes 
affected  by  the  Order-ln-Councll  it 
was   not   proceeded   with. 

Validity   of   Ordera-la-Oooncn 

Mr.  Chrysler  said  that  Grey  con- 
tended that  the  Order-In -Council  was 
not  valid.  "We  wish,"  he  said,  "to 
have  the  quesUon  of  tbe  validity  of 
the  Ordata-ln-Cooncil  Insned  under 
the  War  Measures  Act  settled. 

He  added  that  the  only  apiiarent 
ground  for  the  action  of  the  military 
authorities  in  ordering  Orey  to  report 
was  to  be  found  In  tbe  Ordcr-ia-CounitL 
He  was  a  soldier  aolely  by  tbe  virtue  of 
its  provlsioaa.  "We  contend."  be  aald. 
"tbat  the  Ordar-la-Council .  is  Invalid 
because  It  la  vlrtnally  a  r^eal  of  tbe 
MlUtary  Sendee  Aet  by  Ordsr-la- 
CounclL"

DONE  AT  1HE  FRONT 


British  Dally  Tells  Something  of 
the  Coolies  in  the  Labor 
Companies — Many  Passed 
Through  Here. 


0o  many  of  tha  Chlnaae  who  are 
airaady  in  Wance  employed,  as  labor 
companies  have  been  held  up  here  for 
weeks  while  passing  through  during 
the  past  year  on  their  way  from  the 
Orient  to  the  war- sons  en  the  Weat- 
em front,  that  the  following  from  Tha 
Dally  Chronicle  la  of  local  Intereat: 

Coollea  of  the  ClkC.  are  -vvry  well 
and  comfortably  dreaaad  by  the  Brit- 
ish authorities,  blue  suits,  blue  put- 
ties, army  boots,  overcoats  (they  gen- 
erally wear  their  own  Chinese  hats), 
stid  -blue  cotton  suits  in  Summer. 
Cuthbari  (to  all  Britlah  menkbera  Olt 
tha  CXtX;.  the  Chinese  la  known  aa 
"Cuthbert")  haa  a  paaalon  for  dreaa, 
and  apends  all  his  avallaA>le  oaah  oa  it. 
He  generally  haa  a  moat  extensive 
wardrobe,  including  a  khaki  suit,  and 
all  sorts  of  toilet  raqulaltea. 

If  he  haa  a  good  ofBcer  to  keep  an 
eye  on  him,  he  la  a  splendid  worker. 
A  Chinese  L>aA>or  Company  gets 
through  mere  work  In  a  stated  time 
than  a  British  Lalbor  BatUlion.  but 
the  oomparlson  is  scarcely  fair,  for 
the  cooUes  are  all  picked,  atrong 
young  men.  and  the  Buropeana  are 
mostly  war-worn  or  timo-wom.  Tou 
should  hsve  seen  the  Chinese  loading 
up  a  train  with  army  blankets,  rolled 
up  sausage-wise.  They  did  120  com- 
fortably to  the  Buropoan  SO,  aad  160 
at  high  praasure. 

The  Chinese  are  so  lithe  and  quick 
•~-and  so  cheerful.  They  are  always 
cheerful,  under  the  greatest  diacom- 
fori.  Whila  they  work  they  '  alag 
strange  Blastem  melodies,  adspted  to 
the  task  they  have  at  the  moment  in 
hand.  Specisi  men,  with  good  voices, 
are  tha  reoognlzed  leadera  of  the 
songs,  and  the  rhythm  of  the  songs 
helps  their  labors  moat  tremendously. 

"Tommy."  of  No.  —  C.L.C.  is  sing- 
ing leader,  the  cheeriest,  ugliest  man 
you  ever  saw.  The  other  day  he  tum- 
bled off  the  roof  of  a  temporary  build- 
ing on  a  heap  of  timber.  Wo  thought 
he  might  be  killed,  but  he  wasn't. 
though  the  tears  were  running  down 
hla  cheeks  when  we  picked  him  up. 
He  asked  for  a  cigarette  and  was  seen 
by  a  passing  doctor,  who  reporied 
"no  bones  broken,  bat  very  badly 
bruised." 

When  the  verdict  wss  translated  to 
Tommy  he  smiled  and  said,  "Me 
restaa  two  day.  then  ma  all  right 
workaa."  It  took  him  longer  to  re- 
cover, but  atlll  the  spirit  wss  willing. 

Whan  they  ara  off  duty  tha  Chlneae 
amuse  themselves,  in  their  camp, 
with  gaming  and  music— jBlastem 
games  like  fhntan,  in  which  their  pay 
ohaagss  hands  very  freely.  As  to  tho 
musfe,  they  produce  It  on  Kastam  or 
Weatem  Inetrmnenta,  gramephonea 
are  very  popular,  and  tha  Chinese 
records,  which  make  the  moat  fear- 
ful discord  to  Western  ears,  though, 
aa  time  advaneaa,  one  la  almost  as 
likely  to  hear  the  voice  of  some 
famoua  singer  singing  the  "Jewel 
Bong"  or  "Aida." 

Moat  of  the  coolies  are  good  faliows. 
though,  of  course,  there  are  some 
trocAlesoms  onss.  They  woik  hsrd 
aad  long  la  a  strange  country,  in 
which  they  sre  not  allowed  to  roam 
at  will;  they  are  i aati Intad  to  what  la 
"hounds."  Agalaat  this  they  receive 
what,  to  them.  Is  very  high  pay, 
good  food,  and  good  clothoa.  Then 
there  la  the  praatlfe  which  will  be 
theirs  when  they  return  to  their  na- 
tive land  aftar  the  great  adventure.
